BELLE GLADE-To inject ог not 
to inject waste water in a deep well, 
and how many wells should be in- 
volved, were the questions facing 
community leaders last Thursday 
but an engineer said that he has 
had to almost double the an- 
ticipated cost of getting rid of 
treated sewage at any rate. 

Russell and Axon engineer Ken- 
neth Schenck told representatives 

‘of Belle Glade, South Bay and 
Pahokee that in light of a test deep 
well proposed in Collier County he 
has had to almost double the an- 
ticipated cost of a deep well here. 

Schenck handed out a sheet 
, bearing anticipated annual costs to 
the representatives but at the 
‘request of Dr. Richard Ormon, an 
engineer with Barker, Osha and 
Anderson, the other engineering 
firm working on the Glades 201 

Plan, said he would compile a more 

'complete cost breakdown to the 
city commissions so they can be in 
а better position to make a 
decision. 

The 201 plan is a plan being put 
together by the two engineering 
firms for getting rid of point 
"pollution waste’ water in the 
Glades, primarily the effluent from 
city sewage treatment plants. 

A number of alternative 
solutions. to handling the point 
pollution has been offered the cities 
during а series .of meetings over 
the past several months but 
Schenck boiled down the тоге 
practical methods to 13 proposals 
last December. 

All 13 of the proposals were 
variations on either deep well in- 
jection or land spreading, which 
would .consist of either forcing 
treated effluent down a well 
somewhere between 2,500 and 
3,500 feet or spraying the effluent 
over some 600 acres of land. 

Schenck has been saying all 
along the more practical of the two 
basic methods would probably be 
the deep well concept but since the 
, federal Environmental Protection 
‘Agency favors land spreading 
* where possible, he has had to con- 
+ sider that method also. 

He said Thursday that if any 
land spreading alternative is 


price doubled 


available which would cost within 
15 percent of the other proposed 
methods, it would have to be con- 
sidered cost effective. 

Under that rule, the cities would 
have to consider the least expen- 
sive land spreading alternative, 
even though it would cost $2.7 
million more over а 20 year period. 
The least expensive deep well in- 
jections would cost an estimated 
$32.2 million over 20 years. 

"What I need from you now,” 
Schenck told the commissioners 
and officials present for the 
meeting, “іа an indication whether 
you want to go with a well in each 
of the three cities, two wells with 
one in Belle Glade and the other in 
Pahokee or one well.in Belle 
Glade.” 


If the three cities choose to go - 


with one well in Belle Glade, South 
Bay and Pahokee would have to 
pipe their sewage to Belle Glade. If 
two wells are used, which was the 
cheapest method listed by Schen- 
ck, South Bay would still have to 
pipe its effluent to Belle Glade. 

“But you're not going to make a 
decision between the three alter- 
natives based on cost,"’“Sehenck 
said. “‘There и Chat much dif- 
ference, You'll making your 
decision based on politics. 

Schenck said ‘the reason he had 
had to double his estimates on the 
cost of а deep well is that. the EPA 
has come up with new requiremen- 
ts, including a requirement for a 
casing which would have to be 
specially made for. the ргоўес& апа 
the fact the EPA no longer allows 
the test well to be used later as the 
production well. 

The total capital outlay for the 
well, assuming the test well in- 
dicates this is an effective method 
of disposal, and needed im- 
provements to the treatment plan- 
ts and systems of the three towns, 
would be $9.5 million. The test well 
would cost an éstimated $2.5 
million. 

With an expected. 75 percent 
funding from federal sources, the 
total cost to the three cities would 
still be $2.37 million in capital

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Few surprises 


in new studies . 


Few surprises are expected July 
13 when a South Florida Water 
Management District study of 
nutrient loading in Lake 
Okeechobee is presented to the 
District's. board of directors but 
knowledge gleaned from 18 months 
of sampling may paint a clearer 
picture of the state of the big lake's 
eutrophication. 

The study was performed by 
staff members under District 
chemist Fred Davis in concert with 
a similar study being performed for 
the Florida Sugar Cane League by 
Black, Crow and Eidsness, a 
Gainesville engineering firm. 

Davis said the study, which 
hasn't been released yet, indicates 
596 tons of phosphorus a year is 
being loaded into the lake from the 
Everglades Agricultural Area 
(EAA) along with: 7,787 tons of 
nitrogen. 

What, if anything, should be 
done to decrease the nutrient 
loading hasn't been decided, Davis 
said. 

“I'm not at all sure," Davis said, 
"we should try to manage the 
loading of both phosphorus and 
nitrogen and if we try to control 
one of them, I'd lean toward the 
phosphorus for a number of 
reasons. For one thing, it would be 
easier to control than the input of 
nitrogen.” 

Davis said the control of 
phosphorus is being studied now in 
the Kissimmee River valley. The 
Taylor Creek-Nubbin Slough ‘area 
is the number one source of 
phosphorus in the lake апі Davis 
said he believes phosphorus, rather 
than nitrogen, is the key to con- 
trolling eutrophication. 

While discussing controls, Davis 
said there are any number of 
solutions, some of which would be 
very expensive and some which 
would actually save money. 
said they ranged from a seleetive 
slowdown in backpumping to 
stopping it altogether in favor 
water ;etention areas, which would 
create a closed system. 

George Wedgworth, president of 
the Sugar Cane .Growers 
Cooperative of Florida.and chair- 
man of the Florida Sugar Cane 
League's committee on environ- 
mental problems, said he had met 
most. of the day Monday with 
Davis, some of Davis’ staff and ex- 
perts from the League and Black, 
Crow and Eidsness. 

Wedgworth said the meeting 
was set up to allow the technical 
experts who performed the League 
study and the District study com- 
pare data revealed by the two 
studies. 


“The report is not going to be 
any surprise to anybody,” he said. 
“We did find a lot of excellent 
things we weren't aware of before. 
We did find the EAA does provide 
some nutrients to Lake 
Okeechobee. The question is, how 
much nutrient can the lake take 
before it's too much.” 

Wedgworth said he would also 
have to modify a statement he 
made six months ago to the effect. 
rainwater loads more nitrogen into 
Lake Okeechobee than runoff from 
agricultural land, although he said 
it is approximately the same, 

He said both the District and the 
League studies will be made public 
in the near future and an overview 
document will then be compiled on 
the findings of both studies which 
will also incorporate findings from 
previous studies, f 

He said the studies should in- 
crease the overall knowledge about 
both the quality and quantity. of 
water in the Lake Okeechobee 
system. 

“A lot of people don't believe 
farmers give a damn about the 
quality and quantity of water in 
Lake Okeechobee, he said. “We're 
interested in the quality but we're 
also interested in the quantity of 
water available. 

"Unfortunately," Wedgworth 
concluded, “some of our adver- 
saries are only interested in water 
quality.”
